Escaped in M achine After Firing

M arion Rider, 24-y ear old son 
of George R ider of near Raleigh, 
ran am uck a t 
Greensboro in 
H enry co unty early this m o rning 
and after sho o ting and probably 
fatally injuring Helen Reddick, 
23-y ear old May s 
girl, 
and 
w o unding Viola Ratliff, 16 
at 
whose hom e Miss Reddick 
was 
visiting, turned the gun on Mor- 
i is Ratliff, a bro ther of the R at­ 
liff girl, and after grappling w ith 
th e girl’s bro ther, broke 
away 
and ran to his car m aking good 
his escape. 
The sho o ting took place 
b e ­ 
tw een seven and eight 
o’clock 
th is m orning. The co ntributing 
cause was believed to have been 
jealousy . Rider had been co urt­ 
ing the Reddick girl for 
some 
tim e but the two had broken re ­ 
latio ns several day s ago.

Reddick, who is the daughter of 1 ~ 
Jefferso n Reddick, living 
two 
m iles no rth of May s, had 
been 
visiting a t the hom e of

R atliff, a friend. 
R ider had borrowed a car,

Chevro let coach from his b ro th ­ 
er S aturday night, 
presum ably 
to drive to Rushville He did no t 
re turn home and the first word 
of his w hereabo uts and actio ns 
were received this m o rning when 
Sheriff L. M. Coons was 
called 
to be on the lo ck-o ut for the boy i 
and details of th e sho o ting were 
told. 
According to witnesses of

scene, Rider had called 
earlv 
th is m o rning 
at 
th e 
Ratliff 
ho m e and asked for Miss 
R ed­ 
dick. W hen she appeared 
he 
.asked for his ring which he had 
given her while th e two were go­ 
ing to gether. Miss Reddick w ent 
back into th e house to get the 
ring and Rider ran to th e 
car 
nnd took a 22-calibre rifle from 
t :e seat. W hen she returned 
to 
th e door he is alleged to 
have 
sh o uted : 
“I am going to kill y ou 
and 
then kill m y self!” 
He raised th e gun and 
fired 
’ rapidly , fo ur sho ts taking effect 
in Miss R eddick’s body and 
a 
stray bullet striking Miss Ratliff 
who was w ith h er friend.

Only the seventh son of a seventh son could 
undertake to say with any sort of certainty w hat 
the near future is g oing to bring for China. 
But 
it is obvious 
th a t 
g reat 
events

For a num ber of y ears China has been boil- 
ing and bubbling in a strang e, confused m anner, 
casting m any thing s up on the surface and put- 
;ing forth m any contradictory 
m anifestations. 
The Japanese, 
however, seem to have

m atters to a head. 
It may well be th a t the w a r­ 
fare between Nationalists and Japanese troops 
will help China to jell. 
To beg in with, this war — for despite the a b­

f Chinese can g row to think in term s of C hina as 
i whole, instead of in terms of isolated cities and 
Drovinces — then China may g o forward notably . 
C hina’s educated, cultured leaders have striv- 
jm for y ears to weld the nation into a unit. 
Thus 
I'ar their strug g le has been in vain. 
But it may 
be th a t the bay onets of a foreig n foe will do w hat 
I ex hortation and reason could not do. 


If th a t happens, and China actually becomes 
U unit — th e n w atch 
China! 
Potentially , 
the 
country is one of the g reatest on earth. 
It has 
lilmost unlimited natural resources — coal, iron, 
bit timber, fertility of soil; it has a n intellig ent,, 
industrious 
population; it has sufficient 
g ray 
na tte r in the heads of its leaders to weld these 
tog ether and make the most of them. A unified 
>hina, resolutely putting her best 
foot forward

bring ing 
herself up to date, 
would be a 
.pectacle to make the world marvel.

'case. Army eng ineers are not only planning but 
are still 
carry ing on 
constructive 
work, and, 
while of course it would be a g rand g esture if 
w ithin the y ear following 'the flood we could show 
011 the statute books a complete prog ram for the 
correction of conditions w'hereby Hoods would not 
ag ain occur, the plain truth is th a t our studies of 
the way s ra th e r th a n the m eans are from com ­ 
pleted. 
This thoug ht 
has been 
voiced by the 
American Society of Civil Eng ineers which has 
urg ed th a t the adoption of a perm anent scheme 
for flood control be postponed for further study , 
and th a t such course w oul^ impose additional 
perils upon the Mississippi Valley .

commemoration of the 10th an- 
niversary of using air service for 
the transportation of mail. 


Postmaster General New, in 


designing the week, said air mail 
service had expanded from a 
• crawling babe" until now 63 
cities are served by the modern 
type of pony express. 


Air mail service was inaugur- 


ated between New York and 
Washington on May 15,1918, but 
this route soon was abandoned 
because of the time lost between 
postoffices and flying fields. 


••This experiment with planes 


and pilots borrowed from the 
War Department furnished the 
nucleus and the experience that 
later developed the trans-con- 
tinental system and the wide- 
spread net work of contract 
lines today," New said. 


"Mail service 
between the 


i coasts was operated both by 


plane and train. This service de 
veloped until in August, 1923, the 
great trans-continental 
service 


went into effect, bringing New 
York and San Francisco only 
about 27 hours away by mail. 


"The next step was the estab- 


lishment of an overnight service 
between New York and Chicago 
Then when these two enterprises 
survived all tests and proved the 
feasibility of continuous trans- 
port by air over long distance 
without regard to darkness 01 
ordinary adverse weather condi- 
tions, trie government was ready 
to step out and let private initia 
tive take over the new systems 
it had developed." 


New pointed out there are now 


22 routes in operation coverinf 
a total mileage of 9,916 miles 
Every day mail pilots fly a dis 
tance of 22,110 miles, carrying an 
average of nearly 5,700 pounds. 


"Three other routes, alread 


under contract, will add 1,70 
miles to the system and fou 
other routes, of 2,279 miles hav 
been advertised," New said.

in 
the 


amount of cold storage space re- 
quired for poultry*and eggs, but 
Mr. Slocum assured the Institute 
that the volume of these pro- 
ducts produced and stored dur- 
ing the normal season will con- 
tinue to be as great as at pre- 
sent, or even increase with the 
normal increase in population. 


-It it probable," he said, "that 


both 
increased production of 


eggs during the fall and early 
winter and increased production 
of broilers out of the normal 
season will continue to expand. 
On the other hand it must be 
remembered that the great bulk 
of the annual egg and poultry 
crop of the United States is the 
product of general farms of the 
Middle West and only a relative- 
ly small part the product of 
specialized poultry farms. While 
specialized farms are increasing 
in number and importance there 
is no reason to anticipate that 
the farm flocks will not continue 
fo'r years to come to produce the 
greater part of our poultry and 
egg supplies.

THE TROUBLE IN THE FAR EAST 


Only the seventh son of a seventh son could 


undertake to say with any sort of certainty what 
the near future is going to bring for China. But 
it is obvious that great events are on the 
threshold there. 


For a number of years China has been boil- 


ing and bubbling in a strange, confused manner, 
casting many things up on the surface and put- 
ting forth many contradictory 
manifestations. 


The Japanese, however, seem to have brought 
matters to a head. It may well be that the war- 
tare between Nationalists and Japanese troops 
will help China to jell. 


To begin with, this war — for despite the ab- 


sence of formal declarations, this is genuine war

cation of China. One might almost say that if 
.t does, the great price China will have to pay in 
lives and money for its conflict with Japan will 
ot be too high. The great obstacle to Chinese 
dvancement in the last few 'decades has been its 
ick of unity. If a national spirit carf be aroused; 
Chinese can grow to think in terms of China as 
whole, instead of in terms of isolated cities and 
rovinces — then China may go forward notably. 


China's educated, cultured leaders have striv- 


n for years to weld the nation into a unit. Thus 
3.1 their struggle has been in vain. But it may 
e that the bayonets of a foreign foe will do what 
sliortation and reason could not do. 


If that happens, and China actually becomes 


unit — then watch China! Potentially, the 
ountry is one of the greatest on earth. 
It has 


Imost unlimited natural resources — coal, iron, 
il, timber, fertility of soil; it has an intelligent,. 
ndustrious population; it has sufficient gray 
natter in the heads of its leaders to weld these 
ogether and make the most of them. A unified 
hina, resolutely putting her best foot forward 
nd bringing herself up to date, would be a 
pectacle to make the world marvel. 


The present conflict may not bring this uni- 


f, of course. But if it does — watch China!

TWO VETOES ON THE WAY 


It is well agreed that two presidential vetoes 


are now in the making at the White House, one 
on the McNary-Haugen bill, and the other on the 
flood prevention measure. It is generally agreed 
also that both of these vetoes will be sustained. 
The time is past for any attempted labored dis- 
cussion of the merits or demerits of the McNary- j 
Haugen bill. That the December congress when J 
it comes in will begin a struggle anew on this 
matter is generally accepted. 


As far as the veto of the flood prevention bill 


is concerned, it is generally agreed that the so- 
ber-thinking people of the country accept the j 
president's view that what he proposed as a re-' 
lief bill has been turned into a pork measure. 
There is no question that the ambition of our 
people at large is not only to aid those who suffer 
by reason of recent floods, but to prevent their 
recurrence, and the failure of the measure to 
have the approval of the president is the result 
of this cheap attempt to trade on the sympathies 
of the American people. 


Perhaps it is just as well at this time to ad- 


vise those who feel that the veto brings an im- 
mediate halt to -rescue work, that such is not the 
'case. Army engineers are not only planning but 
are still carrying on constructive work, and, 
while of course it would be a grand gesture it' 
within the year following'the flood we could show 
on the statute books a complete program for the 
correction of conditions whereby floods'would not 
again occur, the plain truth is that our studies of 
the ways rather than the means are from com- 
pleted. This thought has been voiced by the 
American Society of Civil Engineers which has 
urged that the adoption of a permanent scheme 
for flood control be postponed for further study, 
and that such course woul^ impose additional 
perils upon the Mississippi Valley. 
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When a confirmed pedestrian buys an auto-
